2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record, alone or in combination, discloses or suggests all of limitations of claim 9 including, 
the cutting microkeratome blade of stainless steel is of about 0.02" thick and the anterior 
boundary beveled with an angle of about 8 degrees and extending about 0.050" deep to a leading 
edge cutting tip, where the maximum anterior to posterior dimension is in the range of 0.250"- 
0.400" deep; and where the cutting blade also includes a continuous curvilinear posterior 
boundary extending from one end corner of the anterior boundary to the other end corner in a 
hemispherical form.
